East St. Louis Urban League, Senior Aide to former Mayor Gordon

D. Bush, a member of the NAACP, the American Legion, and he was

President of the Senior Citizens Advisory Board; and

WHEREAS, In 1998, Mr. Redmon was honored with the

Distinguished Citizens Award for his community service in the

Metro East area; he was constant source of love and support for

his family and friends; he always responded to the needs of

others with a loving heart and a warm smile; he will be
